Only after 
two and two wei*e put together for him (Identification of his oontaote threush 
surveillance while he waa with them - and the fact that nearly all described 
in tho book expressed anti-Soviet beliefs) did he begin to realize (or admit 
that he realizes) the c^xousness of what he has done*
